The rain started with 
the thunderstorm on Sunday night, but the majority of the citizens, 
ever of an optimistic turn of mind, went to bed in the fond expecta 
tion that the weather man was merely in a tantaiizing mood, and 
that in the morn the sun would shine forth from a cloudless sky. 

But with the daylight came leaden skies and scattered showers, 
and although the rain clouds did not exert themselves very much be 
fore noon, they made up for it in the afternoon, the rain falling piti- 
lessly and unceasingly. It was soon seen that pienics and sports 
of all kinds were out of the question in the city and the annual po- 
lice sports at the exhibition grounds, the crieket game between 
Jasper Place and the 19th Dragoons, the ball game between Ed- 
monton and Moose Jaw, and other enjoyable functions of a similar 
nature, were all called off. Similar weatber conditions prevailed at 
Wabamun Lake, where it had been intended to hold) the annual 
regatta, and where the Edmonton Council of Knight of Columbus 
had arranged to hold a picnic.

D. H. Haslam, of Royal Commission, Inyes- 
tigating Farm Credit Systems of Europe, 


Writes of His Observations—Similar Sys- 
tem Would be of Untold Benefit to Farm- 
ers of Western Canada. 


Vienna, July 28.—The people of 
Vienna say that their city is the most 
beautiful in the world, and if there is 
one more so 1 have yet to see it, In 
no capital of Europe are there so many 
miles of streets flanked by such beau- 


tiful buildings, all of a uniform height 
and cornice line. Even in the tene- 
ment districts the houses present an 


appearance of careful and artistic de- 
signing, and while the interiors are 
the scene of much misery and insani- 
tary conditions and frightful over- 
crowding, everything to the outward 
eye is seemly. 

Some members of the commission 
whiie in Vienna went to see some of 
the so-called hotels where the four 
thousand emigrants bound for Canada 
were being housed by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway because they had not 
steamers to carry them, The evening 
Was very hot, and a glimpse was had 
there of the way the poorer classes of 
Central Europe jive, There was much 
overcrowding and apparently insuf- 
ficient air, but there appeared to be 
very little ilness and a general feel- 
ing of patience, not to say good humor 
over a rather distressing situation, 
The women were strong and healthy 
and apparently well nourished and the 
children particularly so. Their con- 
stunt life in the open air, and their 
diet of rye bread and othe: coarse 
food certainly does not tend to pro- 
duce weaklings, They were mostly 
farmers, perhaps a few Russian tai- 
lors among them, but mainly the class 
of peopie that our Canadian Western 
provinees need su badly. if we had a 
system of rural finance such as pre- 
Valls all over Austria and Hungary, 
these people could go to the unoceu- 
piel ane abandoned homesteads of the 
Western provinces. But without capi- 
tual and under the necessity of buying 
all their supplies and machinery on 
credit, as well us stock, they shrink 
from the task. Too many of their 
countrymen have tried it and failed. 
They, therefore, follow the uadvice of 
the officials and go on railway” or 
other centract work, and when that 
fails drift to the United States, mean- 
while sending their savings home to 
be able to buy some land of their own, 
preferably in their own country, This 
is very hard to do, They hope that 
“America” may eventually make it 
possible.

* The “members Of the Commission 
who interviewed the British and Am- 
erican consuls were told by these men 
who gave them invaluable information, 
that the Canadian Pacific Railway 
was the most active business organiza- 
tion in Austria, and that their mana- 


ger, Mr. Altman, wus 4 man of great 
energy and influence’ in business 
circles, On Mr. Altman's initiation the 


C. P. R. has started a line of steamers 


to Trieste, which it is hoped will de> 


velop great things for Canadian 
trade, Mr. Altman has secured many 
valuable concession from the Austrian 


government. The C. P. BR. has a num- 
ber of observation curs on the Austri- 
an railways which are very popular, 
and are widely patronized and run 
from Vienna into Switzerland. They 
have done much to advertise the rail- 
way and Canada, in fact you see C, 
P. R. and Canadian literature every- 


where you go. 
It is hoped that a large handling 
warehouse for grain will soon be in 


operation in Trieste, which the Aus- 
trian government hope to make as 
great an entreport for Central Burope 
as Hamburg and Rotterdam are for 
Northern Europe. The first shipment 
of Canadian grain arrived while the 
commission were in Austria, and it is 
hoped that this shipment will be fol- 


lowed by many others. Austria re- 
quires much wheat, a large part of 
which she now procures from Hun- 


gary. ft is predicted, howevér, that 
the reciprocal trade arrangement with 
Hungary, which was renewed in 1907 
for 10 years, will not be renewed in 
1917, when it lapses. 

There is a great deal of 
Austria. The socialists are very ac- 
tive. The Slav population is increas- 
ing in much faster numbers than the 
German, who are every year losing 
their influence on the affairs of the 
dua! Kingdom, and the resuit of the 
Balkan war hus raised high the hopes 
of the Siav people, who hope to make 
alliances which will give them back 
their long lost position in Europe, The 
air of Austria is surcharged with 
trouble and impending change. 

The people are crushed under a bur- 
den of war taxes, and there is much 
discontent. For over a year a large 
part of the army has been mobilized at 
a cost of about $3,000,000 per day, and 
this has to be raised by additional tax- 
ation. And on top of it all, the 
chief of the inteHigence department of 
the army was caught divulging secrets 
to Russia, the enemy. It was felt 
that had war taken place they 
have been hopelessly beaten at the 
start, as it is now known that Russia 
had most of their military plans, 

Taxation is enormous, Forty pet 
cent. of all rents in Vienna goes to the 
state and everything that can possibiy 
bring in revenue is taxed. A great 
deal of the hard work is done by wo- 
men, while the men are mobilized. 
This not only in the fields, but also in 
the cities, It is no unusual sigat to see 
a stalwart Amazon carrying u pail of 
mortar on her head. In fect the 
greater part of such work as this is 
done by women who very much out- 
number the men in Austria. The men 
go 10 America or to Germany to work 
in the factories or the fields and the 
women do the hard work, Everywhere 
they are seen mowing alongside of 
men hay with scythes and apparently 
keep up the trying toil as well as their 
male Comrades, You sec women at 
work eevrywhere, in the shops, fac- 
tories, mines and building trades, and 
strong healthy women they are.
